POSSIBLE ADVERSE EFFECTS OF SENEGAL RIVER DAM NOTED

SENEGAL'S mult) million dollar scheme to 
control the waters of the Senegal River 
started a year ago, when the first stone was 
laid for the Diama dam project near the port 
of St Louis. Internationally, big dams of 
this kind have come to be regarded with 
some reservations because of the en- 
vironmental problems they often create. In 
this case, however, as in many Third World 
countries, they still seem the only answer 

The Senegal River flows through Mali and 
forms the border between Senegal and 
Mauritania. For these three countries, the 
scheme is expected to provide a solution to 
drought, encroaching desert and increasing 
reliance on imported food. However, the ex- 
pected miracle could well turn out to be a 
mirage. 

The Diama dam is due for completion in 
1984. it will irrigate up to 85,000 hectares, 
and make the river navigable all year round 
as far as Kayes in Mali, 930km inland. With 
the help of another dam at Manamali — 
upstream of Kayes and a number of 
smaller dams, the cnure complex will affect 
1.$m people over an area of 300,000 sq km. 

The total scheme will irrigate 375,000 hec- 
tares and provide a power output of 800m 
kW. It will enable Senegal, for instance, to 
increase cereal production 3$-fold, to 7m 
ionnes a year by 2020. 

The scheme has already run into pro- 
blems. however. The first is money. Financ- 
ed by loans from a number of sources, in- 
cluding the World Bank, the US, Canada, 
West Germany and several Arab siates, the 
project was originally bud,eted in 1974 to 
cost 600m Four vears later the estimated 


cost had doubled, but the money available 
was still some $70m short of even the 
Original target. Those who had put in funds 
included Saudi Arabia, Abu Dhabi and 
Kuwait ($225m between them), West Ger- 
many ($100m) and France ($50m). 

More fundamental criticisms, however, 
have been voiced about the purposes and 
implementation of the scheme. Unpublished 
reports by the project's three-nation ex- 
ecutive body, the Senegal River Develop- 
ment Organisation, have criticised the 
agricultural, social and environmental con- 
sequences. Other commentators have claim- 
ed that the real purpose of the scheme had 
nothing to do with agriculture — it will pro- 
vide power fur processing the bauxite and 
iron ore being mined in Mali, and a means of 
transporting them down to St Louis at the 
river's mouth 

For the people most directly affected by 
the scheme — the 700,000 inhabitants of the 
Senegal River valley — the problem is one of 
subsistence. Before the Sahel drought of the 
early 1970s, their livelihood depended on us. 
ing the flooding of the river for a second 
harvest. Millet was the main crop, sup- 
plemented by tiny vegetable plots. 

Over the last decade, the rains and 
flooding have failed. In 1979 the river rea- 
ched its lowest flood level since records 
started in 1913. Predictions for last year’s 
harvest echoed the yield figures during the 
worst of the drought, when many in- 
habitanis were forced to emigrate

In theory, the new dams will enable peo- 
ple to stay in the Senegal River valley and 
work on the land newly brought under i- 
rigauion, However, the solution is not as 
easy as that — in the first place, agricultural 
plans for the area envisage replacing millet 
with large-scale rice cultivation. The small, 
individually-owned vegetable plots would 
disappear under the paddy fields. According 
10 unpublished reports, experiments carried 
out on 4,500 hectares showed that barely a 
third of the rice fields were effectively 
harvested. 

in addition, there were the problems of 
switching trom a subsistence to a casn-crop 
economy. People found themselves unable 
to pay even the cost of fuel for the irrigation 
pumps. They had to borrow money, which 
could mean an ever-growing debi. 

Other reports draw attention to the 
ecological disadvantages of the scheme. The 
Diama dam, which will effectively separate 
salt from fresh water, could result in a loss 
of up to 5,000 tonnes of fish a year. The 
Manantali dam in Mal could have the effect 
of increasing fixh stocks upstream, but 
reducing them by half all the way 
downstream. Manatees and crocodiles 
could disappear from the river for ever, 
while diseases borne by slow-moving water, 
such as schistosomiasis (bilharzia), are ex- 
pected to increase.

All in all, critics of the scheme — who in- 
clude some of the people working on it — 
foresee the complete disruption of the 
700,000 inhabitants of the valley and their 
dispersal to the already overflowing urban 
labour markets of their own or neighbour. 
ing countries, The dams, however, will go 
ahead, costing millions of dollars that the 
countries concerned can ill afford to repay. 

It is a sobering thought that at the height 
of the drought in the early 1970s, the eight 
Sahel countries, including Senegal, Mali and 
Mauritania, exported between two and five 
times as much food i,‘ *rms of protein value 
as they had to import to prevent their 
populations dying They imported cereals; 
they exported mainly oil-cakes made from 
groundnuts as an val feed for European 
farmers.

When told that the Government would not hesitate 
to strike bases in Zimbabwe, he replied: "This is the concern of Mr Mugabe".

PRESENT SITUATION, FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS EVALUATED

[Excerpts] More than 5 years after proclaiming its independence, Angola remains 

a country at war. The regime of President dos Santos, successor of Agostinho 
Neto, which is supported militarily by Cuba and the Soviet Union, is strengthening 
its economic relations with the West. The South Afr‘ i. ormy is continuing its 
raids against the southern part of the territory, w).re ..: Namibian guerrilla's 
camps are located, and an insurrection led by Preto:‘a is still paralyzing the 
center of the country. 


Luanda--In the magnificent bay of the Angolan capital, more than 30 cargo ships 
have been waiting 2 to 3 weeks to unload, At the end of January, the foreign 
companies operating within the country received a notice from port authorities 
about the identity of 150 cases left in a warehouse whose recipients were unknown. 


A few days earlier, President dos Santos had visited the port twice to ask the 
longshoremen to resume work. The reason for this strike: the workers were hungry. 
Since the local currency--the kwanza--has depreciated, they were not asking for 
salary increases, which would be purely nominal, but for supplementary allocations 
of manioc flour or bread. Even within the cities, barter reigns supreme. An 
extremely rare commodity--a pack of cigarettes--is one of the best means of 
exchange. Foreigners have obtained the right to import necessary foodstuffs for 
their local employees in order to solve the problem, 


The Angolan capital is still paying the heavy price of independence granted by 
Portugal under the worst conditions. Skeletons of 15- or 20-story buildings 
which were never completed are a reminder of the boom registered in the colony 
from 1972 to 1974, before it disappeared togeth. c with the regime overthrown by 
the April revolution. 


MPLA sagainst FNLA and UNITA, KGB against CIA, Cubans against South Africans, the 
Angolan conflict completely disorganized and bled to death this country of 7 
million people whose economic potential is considered exceptional. The stigmaca 
of the war are still omnipresent. 














Most of the Luanda stores remain closed, Behind their iron shutters, windows are 
empty. Long lines form in front of the state stores, The city is dirty because 
there are few sanitary services. Most of the coffee houses are closed and their 
terraces are deserted. The menu in the restaurants of the twe hoteles reserved 
for foreigners is fixed and non-residents are barred. 


Because of insufficient pressure, water shortages are ever-present and radio 
broadcasts warn citizens when cholera or yellow fever appear in the "muceques," 
the populous African neighborhoods, a8 was the case as recently as the middle of 
January. Despite a low crime rate, a curfew is maintained from midnight to 

6 o'clock in the morning. The few available taxis--yellow Mercedes=-can only be 
used with official authorization. Public transportation is by Volvo buses which 
are gradually replacing the 250 Yugoslav buses delivered after independence, half 
of which were out of order in less than 3 months because of poor maintenance. 
The presence of Soviet or East German advisors and of Cuban military also 
contributes to this first impression that time is standing still in Angola, The 
country seems to have remained in a state of war. The Cuban allies occupy some 
buildings in the center of Luanda. Each Sunday their unmarked trucks disgorge 
on the beaches of the capital hundreds of swimmers from the camps they occupy 

in the suburbs of Luanda. 


They have a Latin sense of humor--which does not always seem to be appreciated by 
African women--and speak "“portinhol," a mixture of Spanish and Portuguese, They 
look bored in a city which only offers chem, from time to time, a good Weetern film 
as entertainment. “Even the black Cubans do not belong to the tribe," is heard 

in this city where people speak easily of their daily problems and where foreigners 
are free to walk everywhere. 


The subject of this military presence is tabu in official circles, We are assured 
by an MPLA cadre that “there are only civilians." According to diplomatic sources, 
the Cuban contingent reportedly numbers between 17,000 and 20,000 men. These 
figures should be treated cautiously, since it is impossible to follow their 
movements in the interior of Angola or to calculate their constant trips between 
Luanda, Addis-Ababa and Havana. In contrast, it is common knowledge that they 
withdrew many months ago from the southern part of the country where the South 
Africans continue to attack the SWAPO encampments. As instructors, technicians 

in charge of maintenance of planes, artillery equipment or missiles, the Cuban 
military today constitute a sort of "“dissuasion garrison" available to the regime. 


Several thousand Cuban civilian cooperants are present in 3 sectors: teaching, 
building and health. They are building small complexes in Luanda where the 
residents of the “muceques” are gradually being transferred. In the agricultural 
sector their experts have been slowly replaced by Portuguese cooperants, who 
number approximately 3,500. The young Cuban soldiers called to the rescue to 
quash the 1977 coup d'etat led by Nito Alves project the image of a contingent 
that is loafing around a country whose population has accepted them without, 
however, letting them become integrated, We are told by many diplomats that "the 
people would tend to complain.” Another diplomat adds that “after all, their 
systematic plunder in 1975 and 1976 was concentrated on the goods left behind by 
the Portuguese.” 








At any rate, it is generally believed that the Cubans no longer participate in 
military operations conducted mainly by the ODP (Peoples’ Defense Organization) 
againet the UNITA guerrillas in the center of the country, The tragedy taking 
place in Ovimbundu country no doubt explains why Angola is finding it so difficult 
to return to normal and feed its people. 


The international Red Cross committee, which has good local antennae, estimates 
that the situation is “very serious." According to official Angolan estimates, 
mat of the 467,000 “displaced persons" are located in the high plateaux, a 
traditionally rich agricultural region where the Portuguese had established large 
plantations. Actually, other sources report around 700,000 refugees in the 
entire interior, or, in other words, 1 out of every 10 persons. These figures 
are sufficient to underline the extent of the insecurity caused by Savimbi's 
UNITA guerrilla in the center of the country, assisted logistically and sometimes 
militarily by South Africa. 


The number of UNITA men under arms is unknown, but they seem to be capable, while 
operating in emall groups, to destabilize road traffic in the provinces of Bie and 
Huambo, The “copper train" running between Lobito and Benguela is operating 
again, but at a very slow pace. Fuel is shipped by air from Luanda to Huambo 

and even Benguela. Sabotage operations even took place in Luanda, President dos 
Santos’ residence is protected by Cubans and Soviets, 


In the region of high plateaux, the ODP has finally imposed, "in Rhodesian 
fashion,” the establishment of “protected villages" so as to cut off the guerrilla 
from the population. Only army-protected convoys can circulate on the main 
communication roads. According to well-informed sources, the number of “displaced 
persons” is 240,000 in the province of Bie and 150,000 in the province of Huambo. 
The same sources say there are reportedly “hundreds of casualties" in the region. 
Despite official denials, famine reportedly threatens the great majority of the 
rural population. 


“President” Savimbi has so far been able to evade the commandos dispatched by 
Luanda in a veritable manhunt. His partisans occupy rear guard positions in the 
Caprivi etrip and the northern part of Namibia. Benefiting from numerous complici- 
ties among the Ovimbundus, they circulate rather freely in the center of the 
country. Savimbi himself appears briefly from time to time on the occasion of 
“popular meetings.” His speeches are immediately re-broadcast by South African 
radio during broadcasts in Portuguese beamed to Angola. The most probable assump- 
tion is that Savimbi uses South African helicopters to fly the skies still 
controlled by Pretoria's air force. 


This “forgotten war" in the heart of a country which even finds it difficult to 
recover from the 1975 and 1976 armed struggle constitutes a much heavier burden 
than the South African attacks against the southern area, where many SWAPO bases 
are lecated. Even the road linking Luanda with the Benguela-Lobito complex is 

not safe. In the center, Life is paralyzed and, according to many witnesses, 
ambushes begin only about 10 kms out of the cities of Bie and Huambo, Portuguese 
pilots, moreover, have confirmed that UNITA captured two Soviet pilots whose plane 
was shot down in the region last year. 




















Te grasp the breadth of Luanda's difficulties, one must also take into account 

the problema posed by 50,000 Namibian refugees, 20,000 of whom have been regrouped, 
for reasons of security, at locations 250 kms south-east of the capital in the 
Calulo camp, where they are trained by Cubans. Five t'ousand black South African 
refugees are housed in Vienna, near Luanda and in Benguela. Most of them are 
intellectuals or cadre and they have not become integrated. Around 30,000 
Zairians have also taken refuge in Malanje in the north=-where banditiem is 
rampant=-and in the southeast. Approximately 300,000 Angolans have not returned 
from Zaire in spite of the two governments’ “reconciliation” at the end of 1978 
because they are not sure they will find enough to survive on at home. 


Since security obviously is still the first priority, assistance from the eastern 
bloc=--which is very difficult to caleulate--is crucial. Besides the military 
traffic, the 3 weekly Aeroflot flights between Moscow and Luanda account for 
roughly 1,000 passengers, most of whom are Russian. While East Germans, who number 
approximately 2,000, occupy positions in the police, information and medicine 
sectors, the Russians=--numbering from 4,500 to 7,500 according to Western sources=- 
offer logistic assistance to the Angolan army, which ie increasingly acquiring 
more autonomy vis-a-vis the Cubans. They perform maintenance work on their most 
sophisticated equipment. A first group of Angolan pilots trained in the Soviet 
Union for Mig-21 duty returned to Luanda at the beginning of 1980. In addition, 
about 2,000 Soviet civil cooperants are present in various sectors. 


These data are indication enough that a Namibian settlement, by relaxing South 
African pressure in the south and cutting off UNITA from its rear bases in Namibia, 
would constitute a significant step forward for a country at war for over 5 years. 
They also reveal why cooperation with the West has been reinforced since last year: 
witness the cordial reception granted in January to French Foreign Minister 
Francois-Poncet. 


Oil for Peace 
[Excerpts ]} 


Sedco-Staflo (Cabinda)--"An-Khe, Pleiku...This was already 10 years ago, but some- 
how, it does not seem so far away!" The former Vietnam war pilot has changed, but 
is still flying the same Bell UH-1. He has been under contract for the last 2 
years to Cabinda-Gulf, an affiliate of Gulf O11 which started operations in Angola 
in 1966. On Sedeo-Staflo, a rig anchored 16 kms west of the Cabinda coast above 
the mouth of the Zaire, 90 men--40 of them expatriates--are working hard to find 
oil. More and more, Angola is investing in these off-shore riches. Economic 
development is the first priority: this is the slogan adopted by the first 
extraordinary congress of the MPLA-Labor Party which met in Luanda in December. 


In Angola more than anywhere else, the small world of oilmen lives in seclusion. 
In Malembo, on the coast of Cabinda, Cabinda-Gulf has established its headquarters 
behind barbed wire. Charter planes fly directly from Malembo to Libreville; 
supplies arrive by ship from the U.S, In the Sedco-Staflo refrigerated warehouse, 
cabbage, salad and fresh fruit come from Gabon. 














"le ids not Angola which is opening up to the world, it is the world which is 
opening up for Angola,” the of] minister telle us, To give an idea of thie “over= 
ture,” Cabinda-Gulf, which is already operating 140 welle and 3 drilling stations 
off=shore, has just invested $160 million in 4 gas reinjection project for of) 
recovery. For the next 5 years, the U.S. affiliate and the Angolan national 
company SONANGOL have agreed on a total investment of §2 billion. Por their part, 
the French companies Total and Elf-Aquitaine, which have initiated coastal 
exploration south of the mouth of the Zaire and across from Luanda, are thinking 
in terms of an initial investment of some $60 million, 


Diversify Poreign Cooperation 
in this embattled country, economic development requires a long time. 


Coffee production fell to 80,000 tons in 1980, compared to 240,000 tons in 1974, 
the last year before independence, Iron ore production has practically stopped 
(6 million tons were exported in 1974), The bottom has fallen out from under 
corn production, cattle raising and wood production. Fishing has become the 
quasi~monopoly of the Soviets, who are "pillaging" the sea with their “vacuuming 
ships.” The only success has been in the diamond field which is slowly reaching 
once again ite pre-war level, and in the of] field, where production reached 9 
million tone in 1980 and could well dowble in the next 5 years. 


The People's Republic of Angola has some pretty good reasons to appeal for 
economic cooperation with those Western powers which in 1975 had thrown in their 
lot with the UNITA-FNLA coalition. Western technology in the field of oil is 
markedly superior to that offered by the USSR. Eastern-bloc countries often are 
poorly equipped to contribute to the development of their third-world proteges. 
Soviet-Cuban military assistance is expensive. Luanda reportedly pays Havana 
3,000 france for each Cuban soldier stationed in Angola. "We also pay for all 
our weapons," an MPLA-Labor Party cadre adds. Finally, Angolan officials are 
concerned about two things: without waiting for the end of the war in the south 
and the guerrilla in the center, they must attempt to revitalize the economy 
while "diversifying" cooperation in this field. Briefly put, “Angolans wish to 
set aside their reputation as a satellite country,” a foreign observer told us. 





Oil resources=--$1.2 billion revenue in 1980--is actually "the motor for Angolan 
economic development,” according to an official in the field. O11 cities aimed 

at housing foreign experts will be built in Soyo in the north, Gunza in the center 
and Lobito. Since production is supposed to reach 20 million tons by 1985, it is 
not surprising to meet, even at the Cabinda airport, large Soviet Antonov~-26 
transport planes disembarking Cuban soldiers who are still in charge of the 
security of the oil installations despite the fact that calm has reigned there 

for the past 4 years. 


According to reliable sources, the rapid growth of economic cooperation with the 
Weat does not seem to upset unduly the Soviets and the Cubans, who reportedly 
consider this an “inevitable division of labor." A diplomat from a non-aligned 
country says that “when one is hungry, one cannot live on ideology alone." 











The application of the UN plan for Namibia would end South African raids in the 
south and would especially finish off Pretoria's assistance to Savimbi's partisans 
in the center of the country. Luanda could then attempt to settle the problem 

of “micro-nationaliam" posed by the Ovimbundus and would not devote a goodly part 
of its oil income to the purchase of weapons and the maintenance of a strong Cuban 
military contingent. On the international scene, it would be easier for the 
MPLA=Labor Party to convince the world of ite desire to be non-aligned. Despite 
official denials, several reliable sources state that the Angolans initiated Last 
August direct contacts with Pretoria to attempt an all-encompassing settlement. 
Moreover, the failure of the Geneva conference on Namibia has not completely 
discouraged them. 


Nevertheless, a Namibian settlement would have serious repercussions on the 
precarious internal balance which resulted from the failed 1977 coup d'etat. In 
Luanda, the “enemies of the revolution" are classed into 3 groupe: the “racists” 
(South Africans), the “puppets” (Savimbi's followers) and the “splittiste” (those 
who attempted, with Nito Alves, to overthrow the government more than 3} years 
ago). A “purging” and "purifying" campaign has been conducted within the MPLA- 
Labor Party, which reportedly numbers today about 20,000 members. This campaign, 
however, has never settled the most painful problem, even though it allowed the 
political bureau to get a hold on the party: the opposition between blacks and 
mulattos. The mere mention of this issue constitutes an insult for the MPLA 
leaders, who have invested in it so much time and effort since the beginning of 
their struggle more than 20 years ago, while the other mvements, UNITA and the 
FNLA paid a lot less attention to it. Nevertheless, the problem exists and as we 
were told in Luanda with a degree of humor, "God created the white man, then the 
black man, while the Portuguese created the mulattos." 


The “splittiet” movement of Nito Alves, it is said, has always been the product 

of the “anti-mulatto" raciet feelings of part of the MPLA membership and of 
certain “muceques" of the capital. Numbering some tens of thousands and having 
generally received a better education, the mulattos abound within the political 
bureau, the government and the central committee. Luanda diplomatic circles often 
assume that the Soviets reportedly looked with favor upon the Nito Alves rebellion, 
if they did not even encourage it, while the Cubans intervened to defend the 
regime. 


Even if divergent interests exist between the Soviets and the Cubans, they are 
surely not very important. To be sure, Angola is only a pawn in the Soviet Union's 
global strategy while Cuba has invested too much in this country--following its 
failures in Latin America--not to wish to maintain the regime in power at all 
costs. Indeed, Moscow could accept a failure in Angola while Havana could suffer 
a counterblow strong enough to affect seriously the "autonomy" claimed by the 
Castro diplomacy. 


Deprived of Agostinho Neto's strong personality, the government has never been 
mre collegial. But the precariousness of its biiance can be guessed easily 
enough: no Ovimbundu sits in a political bureav dominated by mulattos. The 
Baskongos, a northern ethnic group which had f urmerly supported the FNLA, are 
better represented than in the past. At the December 1980 extraordinary congress, 











the young PAPLA [Armed Porces for the Liberation of Angola)--an army increasingly 
better organized and more influential--achieved a degree of success in bringing 
pressure to have their interests better defended, 


The MPLA-Labor Party hae seemingly reached the point when it must emerge from 
isolation and broaden ite bases, both within the country and abroad. A diplomat 
telle ua: “This child abandoned by the West commite mistakes and corrects them. 
lt does not intend to relinquish power, but it wishes to express ite independence. 
It etill has no held in rural areas. This time, it aleo needs the West, without, 
for that matter, renouncing ite alliances." Por Angola, it ise now the time for 
oll and peace, and nothing assures ue that the latter stage will unfold without 
difficulties,

RECTIFICATION MOVEMENT STATISTICS, RECOMMENDATIONS REVIEWED

[Excerpt] Lucio Lara, secretary of the Central Committee for Organization, chaired 
the closing session of the ninth acd final national organization seminar on the 
Rectification Movement; the movement was evaluated and the work to build the 

party, done in four distinct stages over 2 1/2 years, was reviewed. 


In the evaluation, it was noted that 12,035 militants, 14,096 candidates, 3,999 
Youth Party members and 6,176 sympathizers have been selected since the 
Rectification Movement began. During this period, some 2,361 party cells, 58 
party committees in places of work and 4 sector committees were formed. This 
translated into 6,886 consciousness-raising sessions and 4,862 rectification 
meetings where 688,838 workers participated. 


These figures are fairly positive. A total of 3,044 militants, 3,416 candiates, 
322 Youth Part~ members and 2,035 sympathizers were selected in the field, Some 
680 party cells were formed there. 


These figures notwithstanding, some mistakes and shortcomings surfaced during the 
intense work of rectification; they were caused by inexperience and incorrect 
application of previous guidelines. However, the nine seminars standardized the 
working methods. 


At the ninth seminar, it was noted that, for various reasons, some duly recruited 
ex-militants of the movement with proper documentation had not been processed by 
the end of this extensive campaign. 


On this matter, the meeting recommended that cells in work centers consider 
rectification documentation and norms to be established when recruiting new party 
members, which will be done after the first extraordinary party congress, 


The last seminar, on the basis of investigations and experience in dealing with 
groups of former militants, strongly recommended that they be considered dedicated 
party members and be given party tasks. 


























The ninth seminar studied the matter of maintaining the integrity of the party 
network after the rectification campaign ends and decided that those who did not 
deserve the honorable title of party member should be permanently excluded. 
Likewise, the seminar examined the matter of membership on the Municipal 
Executive Commissions of the Party and the Provincial Executive Commissions and 
recommended that non=party militants, with the exception of the first secretary 
of the Youth Party in his capacity as that group's representative, should not be 
included on those commissions. 


Seminar Proposals to the Political Bureau 


At the end of this campaign and the task of the National Rectification Commission, 
the ninth seminar made a proposal to the Political Bureau of the MPLA-Labor Party 
Central Committee that national and provincial commissions for party construction 
be set up to work for the formation and life of the party. 


This important veeting also recommended to the party executive organ that a 
special commission be set up in the Ministry of State Security to so've the cases

WHITE MERCENARY ALLEGES MASSACRE OF ANGOLAN CIVILIANS

[Text] Salisbury (AFP)--A former white mercenary in a South African unit in 
Angola stated on Wednesday 4 February that he participated in the systematic 
massacre of Angolan civilians. Now 30 years old, he served for 2 years in the 
32nd South African battalion under the code name "Cow-boy." He also stated that 
his orders were to murder Angolan civilians and destroy their houses and herds. 
"Our main task," he said, “was to eliminate the civilians who were in our zone, 
to destroy any food and water resources of the population, to harass and hit 
SWAPO guerrillas." 





He explained that che Angolan civilians were systematically killed to keep them 
from passing information to SWAPO on the movement of South African troops. He has 
admitted that he took part in the murder of civilians in Angola: "We would kill 
civilians and bury them near the church, We would also throw the carcasses of 
dead animals in the water to pollute it." 


He stated that he was recruited by a retired South African colonel and that he was 
well paid: $1,022 per month and $12,000 at the end of his term. He also said 
that he had been a soldier since leaving school at the age of 16 and that he had 
served for 3 years in the Australian light infantry, as well as 9 years in a 
Rhodesian light infantry battalion. Why did he leave the 32nd battalion? "I was 
tired and disgusted with killing civilians. My job is to kill people under arms 
in various armies, not to murder civilians." 


He is now considering joining the Israeli army. 


/Before being closed in 1980, 3 months after the proclamation of the independence 
of Zimbabwe, the South African consulate in Salisbury had become a center for the 
recruitment of mercenaries. A great number of commandos from the former Rhodesian 
army--believed to be among ‘e best counter-guerrilla soldiers--used this conduit 
to enroll in the special units formed by Pretoria to control the South African 
borders and to fight against SWAPO in the north of Namibia and the south of 
Angola/.

GHANALANS REGISTERED IN NATION TOTAL 133,000

[Excerpt] The Ghana High Commission has registered 133,000 Ghanaians in 
Nigeria as at January 8, 1981. And out of this number a total of 58,000 
Ghanaians have been issued with the embassy's identity cards. 


The High Commission's counsellor (information) Mr G. Asiedu-Ntow told the 
BUSINESS TIMES last week that 60 per cent of the Ghanaians who are registered 
are gainfully employed. He said that they are mainly teachers and technicians, 
while the remaining 40 per cent work in construction sites and some do manual 
work which may not be on regular basis. 


Mr Asiedu-Ntow said that the High Commission has laid down strict conditions 
for the issuing of identity cards. These notably include evidence of gainful 
employment and of residential accommodation. He also said that those who did 
not fulfil the conditions are always advised to go back to Ghana. 


But according to the national immigration statistics produced by the immigra- 
tion department of the Federal Ministry of Internal Affairs, the official immi- 
gration population of aliens resident and working in Nigeria were 44,733 in 
1979. And out of this figure, a total of 8,000 came from the ECOWAS countries 
while 3,114 came from other African states. On the basis of the statistics 
Ghana's population in Nigeria has averaged 1,699 annually. 


Apparently, the Immigration Department has been unable to keep track of immi- 
grants in the country. Officials told the BUSINESS TIMES two weeks ago that 
they were only concerned with legal immigrants, but even here the data which 
they have is clearly far from reality. Illegal immigrants are infact believed 
by some reliable sources, to account for up to 90 per cent of world immigra- 
tion into Nigeria. 


A BUSINESS TIMES investigation found that the majority of these illegal immi- 
grants do not possess any travelling documents. Some told our report that 
they had no obstacle at the border while enteving Nigeria.

NEW KADUNA REFINERY TO BE SHUT DOWN FOR SERVICING 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 30 Dec 80 p 1

[Text] Barely two months after the official commissioning of the W500 million 
Kaduna refinery, there are indications that it would be shut-down for two weeks 
in January--for servicing. 


This was disclosed in a circular, letter (instruction) from the headquarters of 
the Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation at Falomo to the various oil com- 
panies feeding the refinery with crude oil. 


The instruction also indicated that the Warri refinery would be shut-down for 
two weeks in March, for the same purpose. 


The Port Harcourt refinery remains in operation. The Kaduna refinery which has 
been described by different quarters as a technological feat was completed in 
four years, on schedule and it went into partial production in June this year 
after its completion in mid-April. 


At the official commissioning last October 25, this year President Shehu Shagari 
who described the Kaduna refinery as not only the largest in the country but the 
biggest on the continent of Africa assured the nations purposeful march towards 
self-reliance and self-sufficiency. 


An executive of an oil company when asked why the refinery should be shut-down 
for general services barely two months after such an assurance, said: "It is 
not uncommon in such a complicated technical project but I am convinced that 
whatever the errors might be it will be rectified." 


With the completion of the Kaduna refinery, an integrated production--distribu- 
tion from all the three refineries--Kaduna refinery, warri refinery and Port 
Harcourt refinery--will be fed into spetial storage depots which have been built 
at centrally-located selected spots in the Federation. 


From these spots oil will be distributed not only by tankers but also through 
pipelines to the main consuming centres. The flexibility - mechanism which has 
been built into the system will minimise or altogether eliminate the chances of 
any main oil consuming centre to run short of fuel for a long time. 


The construction of the refinery was carried out by a Japanese company--Chiyoda 
Chemical and Engineering Company Limited.

TEXTILES UNION ACCEPTS DISMISSAL OF 3,500 WORKERS

[Text] The National Union of Textile Garment and Tailoring Workers Union of 
Nigeria (NUTGTWN) has now accepted the fate of over 3,000 members dismissed by 
Norspin Limited, a Kaduna based textiles firm. 


In a letter addressed to all the staff, dismissed earlier this month by the com- 
pany's management, the Deputy National Secretary and Director of Education and 
Research of NUTGTWN, Mr Adams Oshiomhole, said that the union had done all with- 
in its power under the law, to no avail. 


Petitions to federal and Kaduna state government protesting the workers' dis- 
missal, he said, yielded no result. 


"The situation remains unchanged and Norspin's management has carried through 
this unmitigated industrial savagery," he accused. 


Mr Oshiomhole claimed that their dismissal was a "palpable reminder" of the 
historical reality of "industrial exploitation" in which unrewarded effort had 
been exacted through physical violence, psychological terror and assault on "the 
toiling masses." 


He regretted that in twenty years of political independence Nigerian industrial 
employers had not got over what he described as "industrial slavery and barbar- 
ism." 


"We now know that the colour of those who govern is not by itself relevant to 
the course of the working man," he said. 


He advised the workers to collect their entitlements from the company as con- 
tained in the union's collective agreement with the employers association.

This is what emerged from an exclusive interview which Michel de Bonnecorse, head 

of the French Cooperation Mission in Dakar, granted to the SENEGALESE PRESS AGENCY 

in order to summarize French-Senegalese cooperation at the close of 1980 and the 
beginning of the new year. 


In the long history of Fren .h-Senegalese cooperation, 1980 will have been a decisive 
year in France's commitment to support Senegal's economic and social development. 


De Bonnecorse reaffirmed that commitment in emphasizing France's willingness to lend 
an attentive ear to Senegal's concerns, as shown by the massive and unprecedented 
increase in French public aid in 1980. 


The doubling of French aid is explained by the exceptional assistance granted to our 
country in order to support the economic and financial recovery plan set up by the 
government in order to meet the difficulties born of disastrous climatic circum- 
stances. 


This aid consisted of financial measures. First of all, there was an advance of 

7.5 billion from the French Treasury for STABEX [Export Receipts Stabilization Fund], 
set up too slowly, and different loans from the Central Fund for Economic Coopera- 
tion: one for 4 billion to help pay government debts to the private sector, the 
second to finance investments of 10 billion, and the third for actions in the rural 
world costing 6 billion. 


Likewise, the French Ministry of Cooperation devoted 5 billion francs to this special 
aid in the form of allowances or the remission of debts. 


By virtue of this special aid, our country received 32.5 billion CFA francs, bringing 
the total French aid, which usually amounted to some 25 billion francs, to 62 billion. 
The principles and terms of the special aid have been drawn up, Abdou Diouf, then 
prime minister, recalled. 
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The head of the French Mission indicated, however, that the increase in French aid 
and Abdou Diouf's coming to power is but a chronological coincidence, In no way 
thie thie influence France's determination to support the development efforts of the 
Senegalese Government. 


De Bonnecorse specified that the change concerns only the Senegalese and France has 
the greatest reapect for the new president and his ability to lead Senegal. Our 
cooperation takes place according to the principles of mutual respect for sover- 
eignty, he emphasized. 


Moreover, while the main guideline of French-Senegalese cooperation in 1980 was 
support for the economic recovery efforte of our country, the second, according 
to de Bonnecorse, was to encourage the relieving of French technical assistants. 


The number of French technical assistants was in fact reduced by 10 percent, going 
from 1,560 to 1,414. Thies trend will be accentuated and it is expected that during 
the coming year, 100 poste will be eliminated, 


Following the guidelines of the Senegalese Government, French technical assistance 
is being redeployed to other sectors or disciplines. A number of posts have been 
created in the field of scientific research, and others will be opened in the Ad- 
vanced School of Business Management and in the National Institute of Rural Devel- 


opment. 





The prevailing feeling on the part of France is that in order to better conform to 
the many requirements of Senegalese development, technical assistance must be 
flexible, supple and capable of continuous evolution. 


Furthermore, aside from the special aid given to our country, French action tradi- 
tionally assumes three forms: aid to investments, technical assistance and scholar- 
ships and training programs, not considering the multilateral aid through the 
European Development Fund and other international organizations. 


In fact, no sector of activity is neglected, whether it be the rural or industrial 
sector, infrastructures, public health, education and training or the sector of 
information and culture. 


Aid to investments mainly consists of grants or loans devoted to development opera- 
tions. The Gaston Berger University, the Faleme iron mines, the search for new 
phosphate deposits and the ORTS [Senegalese Radio and Television Office] have all 
benefited. This aid is either supplied through the Aid and Cooperation Fund or 

the Central Fund for Economic Cooperation, through the French Ministry of Cooperation. 


There are also other sources of nongovernmental aid such as the French Association 
of Volunteers for Progress, multilateral sources which intervene indirectly through 
intergovernmental agencies (ASECNA [Agency for Air Navigation Safety in Africa and 
Madagascar), OCLALAV [Joint Anti-Locust and Anti-Aviarian Organization] and the 
OMUS [presumably OMVS: Senegal River Development Organization], aad other forms of 
investment that may be in the form of food aid. 


In this connection, De Bonnecorse hopes t t multilateral organizations and other 
countries will participate more in Senegal's development. 
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In recommending a broadening of the cirele, the head of the French Mission protests 
"the view that would make Senegal France's private domain,” 


There is no competition with other countries, he emphasized, “only privileged rela- 
tions that are mutual and that can be explained by the quality of political rapporte 
and a long common past, 


At any rate, the balance sheet is positive, far exceeding all hopes, because in 
3} years, French aid has amounted to 125 billion CPA france. Nor are prospects any 
less promising: The program for 1961 will be on the order of 30 billion, 


This program will mainly be based on rural development. There must be a better 
balaxce of French action on behalf of the other regions, which have been somewhat 
neglected compared with Cape Verde, the main beneficiary, which ie not unrelated

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MEASURES TO MITIGATE EFFECTS OF GASOLINE PRICES

[Text] The price of gasoline and hydrocarbons remains a constant concern of the 
government because of the direct impact on our country's economic and social life. 
Unfortunately, the movement of these prices is determined by outside factors beyond 
our control, 


Since the latest increases in July 1980, different factors have emerged: 


l == The recent OPEC meeting approved a 10-percent increase in the sale price of 
crude oil. 


2 == The dollar, the currency in which the oil bill is drafted, has experienced a 
substantial reevaluation in recent months, going from 214 to 228 CFA francs. 


3} = In application of our recent agreements with the International Monetary Fund, 
a l5=percent tariff is applied to crude oil] imports. 


If these different increases had been taken into consideration, they would represent 
an increase of 24.2 percent in the prices of refined products delivered to indus- 
trial and private consumers. 


Handicap 


To give precise examples, the price of super fuel would have gone from 170 francs per 
liter to 211.14 francs. The price of regular gasoline would have risen from 160 to 
198.12 france a liter and that of the fuel ofl used by deepsea fishing from 59 to 
73.27 france, burdening that important sector of our economy. The gasoline used 

by emali-scale fishing pirogues would have increased in price from 75.35 to 93.58 
francs, constituting a serious obstacle to the development of small-scale fishing, 
with the unfavorable effect this would have on the purchasing power of our fishermen. 


These increases would therefore have meant major social repercussions on the income 
of fishermen, but also on the price of fish delivered to consumers. They would have 
helped raise the cost of living index. In addition, these increases would substan- 
tially reduce the competitiveness of our industries, thereby checking investment 


and employment. 
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Protection Measures 


in order to avoid these harmful effects on our production apparatus and on ‘amily 
income, the government decided to take important measures to protect the purchasing 
power of private parties and to safeguard the operating conditions of our industries. 
These measures include the following: 


1) lowering the rate of the specific tax on of] products. This measure will cost 
the budget and the public treasury some 2.3 billion france in uncollected incom. 


2) Limiting price increases affecting super fuel and regular gasoline to 195 france 
and 185 france a liter respectively. 


}) reducing the price of fuel of] used by deepsea fishing, which goes from 59 to 

50 france a liter, and the price of gasoline used by pirogues by 5.35 france a liter. 
Thie reduction resulte in a subsidy of over 2 billion CPA francs to the fishing sec- 
tor. 


4) Limiting increases affecting other products such as the butane used by Blip 
Banekh, oil, diesel fuel, fuel ofl, and eo on, to 18 percent, thereby requiring a 
subsidy from the National Energy Fund totaling over 3 billion CPA france on behalf 
of consumers. In fact, this subsidy makes it possible to prevent too large of an 
increase in prices of widely consumed products, including electricity, gas and 
industrial products.

GOVERNMENT LSSUES WARNING TO FOREIGN ILLEGAL ENTRANTS

Because of economic, security and other reasons, no government can allow 
strangers to pour into its territory ad lib since a very dangerous situation 
could develop if such a policy is encouraged. 


This release should serve as sufficient warning to all concerned so that the 


forces of law and order will not be blamed when they are forced to take action 
on the matter.”

Oh Lee revealed this before leaving Sierra Leone at the weekend. 


He told MAIL editor Arika Awuta-Coker that the scholarships will arrive this 
year and that student will go through the various fields in science and tech- 
nology including electronics, heavy machinery, ship building, computerisation, 
microprocesses and even atomic energy generation. [as published] 


The possibility of Sierra Leone acquiring its own college of Science and Tech- 
nology in the future as a result of such cooperation is a possibility that 
could be explored, the Special Envoy said. 


Mr Chung Oh Lee is authoritatively placed in making his pronouncements. 


He is the Minister of Science and Technology in South Korea and is responsible 
for the overall evaluation of his country's policy in that field. 


There are ten research institutes including the famed Korean Institute of 
Science and Technology under his Ministry. 


At the moment, he intimated, the ROK is a recognised major exporter of elec- 
tronic equipment, household appliances, telecommunications machinery and other 
important equipment in development technology. 


The ROK is one of the ten leading ship builders in the world. 


Mr Chung Oh Lee, who is a Professor of Advanced Engineering, is also visiting 
Equatorial Guinea, the Central African Republic and Zaire, as Envoy of Presi- 
dent Chun. 
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Questioned on his country's policy towards South Africa, Mr Chung Oh Lee told 
the editor that the ROK abhors apartheid and has no relations with South Africa, 


He cited the withdrawal of the Korean Overseas Trade Association (KOTRA) from 
business operations in South Africa and pointed out that the ROK totally sup- 
ports the U.N. resolutions and African positions on South Africa and Namibia. 
"We steadfastly contribute to the U.N. for Namibia," he said. 


"We have friendly and cooperative relations with African nations in many fields 
and we cultivate friendships with all countries," the Envoy added, 


On the reunification of Korea, he stressed the need for this to be done peace- 
fully and refered to a New Year invitation from President Chun to North Korean 
President Kim Il Sung for the latter to visit Seoul.

(Text] Expatriate Rhodesian Christians have been warned not to cross swords with 
the South African Council of Churches which was backed by a "wealthy, externally 
financed ecumenical establishment." 


Father Arthur Lewis, exiled leader of the Rhodesian Christian Group told The Citi- 
zen yesterday many Zimbabweans now in South Africa were not finding a welcome in 
the South African equivalent of their churches, 


"Some of these churches belong to the World Council of Churches--which contributed 
so much to the destruction of our country." 


Those who opposed the expression of the convictions of expatriate Rhodesian 
Christians could snuff them out at will. They must be warned against making any 
comment on the country's ecumenical establishment, 


"Legal harassment and actual litigation--consuming time and money most of us do 
not have--seem to have been used successfully against Blacks and Whites who do not 
go along with the trend, 


"If these tactics are used against us we would have no redress, It has been 
frivolously suggested that we could then ‘write a book in gaol--about religious 


freedom'," 


The Rhodesian Christian Group are making headway in helping Rhodesians arriving 
in South Africa to adapt to South African conditions, 


At the same time it was continuing its Christian fight in Zimbabwe, against ever 
increasing odds, But nothing could be said publicly about what the group was 
doing there, he said, 


Father Lewis said that Rhodesians--grateful for the sanctuary given them in 
South Africa--were facing endless difficulties, 
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But their first task was to avoid involvement in domestic questions in South Africa 
which were the proper concern of South Africans, and not of "strangers," 


"We have a Christian duty to ensure that South Africa never regrets the hospitality 
it has shown us," he said, He urged Zimbabweans to make a serious effort to become 
bilingual--"not only as a courtesy but as a necessary means of enhancing under- 
standing." 


He pleaded for the easing of immigration procedure because of the gravity of the 
situation in Rhodesia, 


The urgent message to South Africa was: "Do not let a Zimbabwe happen here," 


And in making it the RCG was not taking political sides; Marxism was more than 
one evil among the world's many; it was the ultimate denial of God and human 
freedom, however willing it might be briefly to don a Christian cloak, 


Rhodesian Christians must echo the warnings of men like Solzhenitsyn and Pastor 
Wurmbrand--not from the experience of the East but from the ruin of yet one more 
African land, 


There was still good in Zimbabwe in spite of “evil men" in high places, But the 
trend was clear, and increasing numbers of Rhodesians could not bear the tyranny 
of what the world miscalled "peace"+-although they had borne the horrors of war, 


More tragic was the fate of the bravest Black people in Zimbabwe, who had nowhere 
to go. 


The hope of Zimbabwe now lay in the often silent witness of true Christians of 
every race while they prepared to return to the catacombs, looking to Christians 
outside Zimbabwe to be their voice, said Father Lewis, 


South Africans need not be told that Rhodesia had been defeated by treachery--not 
arms--and that the British-sponsored election was a fraud, 


The RCG was trying to reach as many Rhodesians as possible in South Africa, 
"But with equal urgency we need to make friends among sympathetic South Africans. 
"Those who realise that our struggle was for the whole of Southern Africa and that

[Text] The drought and famine stricken Karamojong have mounted fresh cattle 
raide on the neighbouring areas of Amuria in Soroti North Constituency. 


The scortched earth attacks freshly broke out on January 1 thie year, after 
months of relative stability following peace talks initiated by President A Mil- 
ton Obote with "General" Loteng, the leader of the Karamojong, during hie visit 
to the area last year. 


The recent attacks have, however, been attributed to a ruthless raider named as 
Loris. In the fresh raids one person was killed in Kabelebyong and his seven 
oxes taken. 


In another attack in Acwa, 85 head of cattle, 35 goats and many chickens were 
taken, after beating and molesting the people in the area. 


The traditional transhumant pastoralist Karamojong are now reportedly moving 
into Teso, armed with weapons, but ostensibly searching for "green" pastures for 
their animals. 


But as they move into the grazing lands of Teso they leave a trail of blood, loot- 
ing and burning of houses belonging to the people in those areas which have also 
been hit by hunger and drought. 


The areas which have been affected so far by the fresh attacks are Okunguro, Amotome 
and Alito. 


Karamoja has been for over three years hit by drought ‘:ich has turned pastures 
into grey sun burnt grass. 


The reports of the fresh attacks were revealed in a rally addressed by the minis- 
ters of information and broadcasting, Dr David Anyoti, the miuister of state 

in the vice president's office, Mr Peter Otai, the deputy minister of housing and 
urban development, Mr Ben Etonu and the MP for Soroti West, Mr Denis Ecwou, at 
Amuria county headquarters. 
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The border areas of Teso and Karamoja have been since Auguet last year, vigi- 
lantly guarded by the militiamen numbering about 15,000 scattered in 15 poste, 


But elders in Amuria aleo complained about some of the militiamen who had turned 
the guns against the people they were supposed to guard, 


Anyoti said the insecurity in the area had not been taken seriously by the Binaisa 
government. “At the outbreak of the raide fromer NCC members for Soroti came to 
thie area to get firet hand information on the situation, Many people were hud- 
dling up in the sasa headquarters. 


"We reported to the president who did nothing to stop the pathetic situation,” 
he said, 


He asked the people to learn how to isolate their enemies politically. "Not all 
the Karamojong are enemies. The enemies are the cattle raidere and their accom 
plices. 


"Round up all those who live amongst you and then organise yourselves to face the 
raiders. We urged the youths and the widows to start projects which could gener- 
ate income. 


The minister donated 200 radio sets to the constituency and 82 radio cassettes to 
the youths and widows. He also gave his month's salary to the militiamen and 
urged them to utilise the money in setting up meaningful projects. 


Otai told the people that recently “general” Loteng met the president and promised 
that the Karamojong were to surrender the illegal guns to the government. 


"Bot the security of the country must be ensured by all of us. It is our total 
concern.” 


Reprimanding the militiamen, Otai said: “Those confusing the militia men must be 
dealt with as severely as the offenders themselves." 


The militia’s work was to overseer the maintenance of security at the local 
level, but “not to get a monopoly of arms and turn them against the people. 


Etonu, who haile from that area and is the MP for Soroti North said the country's 
problems had to be solved with team spirit. There were some textile materials, 
bicycle tyres and tubes which had arrived in the constituency and some had been 
sold to the people. 


But he warned those distributing the goods not to bow to temptations and cheat 
the people. 


He asked the DC Soroti to organise meetings with Moroto so that some of the problems 
which cropped could be solved. Before 1971 there used to be border meetings at- 
tended and administrators from both districts.

"I will be very hot indeed" he said in hie office at Parliament Building yester- 
day. 


He appealed to the masses to rise up and support him in putting an end to the ac- 
tivities of the "crooks" who are responsible for their suffering. 


He said they should not fear to report “magendoists" and smugglers to him in fear 
of possible reppraisals from the crocks who usually fiud their way out of the 
cells. 


"I will never release them. I will keep them out of circulation for maybe 10 
years apart from confiscating their property and businesses. 


“and when they come out, they will be nothing but paupers.” 
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The minister said he would aleo deal harahly with corrupt police and prisons of fi- 
cere, 


"They will see for themeelves when I catch them," a determined Omaria said, 
Softening a little afterwards, the uaually fiery Omaria commended the work of some 
anti~"magendo" activists within the police force. He pointed at a senior officer 
sitting on one of the sofas in hie office and said: 


"Look at that officer! Last week armed smugglers went to his house and murdered 
hie wife after failing to get hin.

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DELAYS REPORTED IN TELEX, TELEPHONE REPAIR

[Text] Telex and telephone subscribers in Mbale are complaining about the delays 
by the Uganda Posts and Telecommunications Corporation in repairing faulty lines. 


They included the ministry of information and broadcasting, African Textile Mill 
(AT™) and Mbale car Mart. They said their lines had been down for more than one 
month. 


“We reported the faults promptly but nothing has been done to rectify the situa- 
tion. 


The ministry of information and broadcasting staff at Mbale explained that an en- 
gineer from the corporation had visited their office and promised to repair the 
line and restore services but he had done nothing so far. 


The ministry's telex provides essential services to the public. It is used by in- 
formation officers and Radio Uganda staff to transmit news items and announce- 


ments to Kampala. 


Neighbouring areas such as Soroti, Kapchorwa, Tororo and even Karamoja use the 
same telex to transmit news to Kampala. 


Telephone subscribers claimed that their lines had been disconnected without any 
reasons. 


One man said although his account was up-to-date, his line had been cut off for 
two weeks. 


However, the UGANDA TIMES learned from a reliable source that there were many de- 
faulters whose bills had accumulated to thousands of shillings and their accounts 
were in arrears but their lines had not been cut. 


One report referred to a subscriber whose bill had been in arrears of 9000/- 
since last June but his line had not been tampered with.

GUARDS WITH MACHINEGUNS, ROCKETS MAN ZBC HEADQUARTERS

[Text] When one attempts to digest reports--from reliable and well-informed 
sources--of the crumbling foundations of Zimbabwe's media, the resulting analy- 
sis conjures up numerous doubts and fears to the outsider, the visitor to the 
country. 


From several days spent in 7imbabwe last week, THE CITIZEN soon discovered that 
these doubts and fears are not solely confined to outsiders. The Zimbabwean-- 
particularly the White Zimbabwean--did not hesitate express his fears and 
anxieties to me. [as published] The only proviso, as usual, was the request 
not to be identified, 


It would be right to accept that Zimbabwean Whites have little or no say in the 
policy-making of their country. But there are still, depending on which estima- 
tion one chooses to consider, between 200 000 and 220 000 Whites in the country. 


It also may be excusable to suggest that the interests of a White Zimbabwean 
businessman in terms of media awarenses [as published] may be broader than 
those, say, of a Black bank clerk or civil servant. The White businessman will 
ask for a broad spectrum of factual news coverage--including the American poli- 
tical scenario, the activities of Mrs Thatcher and the "racist policies of the 
Pretoria regime." 


Equally the Zimbabwean Black, whatever his interests and leanings, is just as 
entitled to a wide and balanced dissemination of world news. From talking to 
various people in Zimbabwe and from our own observations, it is obvious that 
they are being deprived of this right, certainly by the Zimbabwe Broadcasting 
Corporation. 


Various satellite bodies of the media--production houses and advertising agen- 
cies--are battling under what was described to me as an impossible and untenable 
situation. It took only a glimpse at the machine-gun posts and the rocket 
launching positions on the roof of the television and broadcasting station 
buildings to realize that something was seriously amiss. 
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A senior executive with the advertising media agreed to talk to THE CITIZEN 
providing we did not indentify him. [as published] 


"The advertising and production side of the media has completely lost the all 
cooperation from the government. [as published] In fact, we survive today in 
a climate of restrictions which are almost unbelievable. 


"I can only see a bleak future ahead for the advertising and production house 
industries as well as the media as a whole, for the government has effectively 
manipulated control over the entire spectrum," he said. There are even sugges- 
tions from well-informed sources that Zanu PF-officials have been ear-marked 
for posts in the Mass Media Trust." 


His account of the situation became more and more horrific as he went into de- 
tail for THE CITIZEN. "Take the industry's liaison with the television con- 
trollers as an example," he said. “We are entrusted by our clients to place 
their advertisement in a prime viewing time slot on. For this we are charged 
a higher rate. It is not surprising that the client is furious when the pro- 
gramme is changed at the last moment and without notice and is substituted 
with rubbish." 


In all cases, he explained, this was done without any notification being given 
to either the client or the agency. "One particular major manufactures was so 
incensed by this that he withdrew his advertising budget from television and now 
concentrates on advertising his product on the cinema screen." 


Some very unpleasant and sinister incidents had occurred at Pockets Hill, the 
home of ZBC television and broadcasting, said our informent. "There was the 
case of one advertising executive who went to see the director-general of news 
services to remonstrate against this off-handed treatment. For his troubles, 
he was assaulted by the director's strong-arm henchmen. 


"In view of this incident, I will no longer go to the ZC headquarters if 
summonsed without being accompaniened by my lawyer," he added. [as published] 


This startling story was later verified to me by a senior White employee of 
ZBC--a person whom I have known for several years and whose word I regard as 
entirely reliable. 


The barrel of the gun is something which you will find very evident if you care 
to visit the ZBC headquarters, we were told. "About three months ago a high 
ranking official at ZBC placed some of his own men around the building and 
grounds. They were in camouflage and were armed. 


"They soon made their presence felt by intimidating and molesting legitimate 
visitors to the complex. It eventually got so bad that one could not enter 
the grounds without parting with a packet of cigarettes. Inquiries were made 
through army channels and it then came to light that these uniformed ‘soldiers’ 
were not legitimate military personnel. 
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"Some army officials then went to ZBC tc investigate and when the ZBC guards 
saw they got tense and nervous and one of them let go a rocket which went 
zooming across the Borrowdale Race course, landed up in the clubhouse and 
caused an accidental death." This was yet another tale later verified by the 
same ZBC employee. 


Wishing to confirm for ourselves the stories of armed guards and machinegun 
posts at the ZBC headquarters, we drove up to the entrance of the grounds. A 
Black soldier with an automatic weapon over his souldier stopped our progress 
but allowed us to pass when we produced identification. [as published] 





They were clearly visible, those machine-gun posts. And although there was a 
camouflage covering thrown over them to protect the weapons from the torrential 
rain, there was no mistaking what lay behind the covering. 


Detecting a White member of staff I had known well during the days I lived in 
Zimbabwe--then Rhodesia--I approached him and inquired if he would agree to us 
taking his photograph outside the front of the building. His face registered 
immediate alarm. "You must be crazy. If anyone one of the guys on the roof 
spots you messing about with a camera down here they will simply open up," he 
said. [as published] 


We did not take his observation lightly and eventually achieved our objective 
to photograph the machine-gun posts by a somewhat hasty drive around the outer 
perimeter of the Borrowdale Racecourse which lies at the foot of the ZBC 
grounds. 


"Of course, another thing which is now happening is that the government-controlled 
sectors of the media simply poach our staff. We have lost a large quota of staff 

to ZBC without even being given 34 hours notice. They do not want to go and work 

there, they are just told that they have to," said the advertising executive. 


A huge number of White resignations have occurred within the ZBC in recent 
months. "There were a whole lot of White resignations at the end of last 
November. The remaining White staff were called before the director-general 
and threats were made. This resulted in even nore staff leaving. The whole 
situation has become quite impossible up there," he explained. 


The .anger of intermittent transmissions of television and radio services looms 
up as a reality. A recently resigned ZBC engineer told me that a minimum 
compliment of seven qualified engineers and technicians were required for the 
routine maintanance of the equipment. [as published] ‘Today there is only one 
semi-skilled man left," he said. Routine maintanance, I was told, stopped 
several months ago. 


The director-general of news services at ZBC is Mr Charles Ndhlovu. When THE 
CITIZEN attempted to contact him for comment we were told that he was "unavail- 
able." After the stories we had been told--and with a machine-gun post not too 
far away from his window--we were somewhat relieved that we had not obtained a 
personal interview with this gentleman.
